Fanatical Soudanese troops, who 
rushed the military hospital at Khar­ 
toum put up a desperate street battle 
with British regulars who interven­ 
ed. 
The blacks fought like trapped 
rats when surrounded by the British ! 
and were shot down in repeated vol-1 
leys. 
AU direct wires between Khartoum 
and Cairo were cut and only m utilat­ 
ed wireless messages wert- being re- ! 
reived from the capital on the Blue! 
Nile, where Soudanese 
numbering I 
about 200 mutinied yesterday after 
their officers had been removed. 
At 
b-ast one British and 
two 
Syrian 
physicians were killed by the blacks 
as they stormed the military hospi­ 
tal. 
The ensuing slaughter Is under­ 
stood to have been heavy. 
Two British officers were killed in 
street flghtnig and eight British pri­ 
vates were wounded. 
The dispatch which contained this 
information said the situation was 
well in hand. 
The local censor at Khartoum ap­ 
pears to be functioning, considering 
the nature and content of such dis­ 
patches as are getting through. 
Definite news that the mutiny has 
been quelled has not been received, 
although this was inferred.

A serious aspect of the situation 
from the British viewpoint was that 
these troops who mutinied are real 
Soudanese and not Egyptian, indicat­ 
ing there is dissatisfaction 
among 
the former as well as the latter. 
Between IOO aud 200 black Sou­ 
danese troops belonging to the Elev­ 
enth hataiiion were involved. 
Under orders from the British high 
command the native officers had been 
removed. 
Resentful of this, 
the 
blacks organized their hopeless re­ 
volt. 
The military hospital at Khartoum 
is on the hank of the Nile almost in 
the center of the city. 
The Soudan­ 
ese directed their attack 
on 
the 
building and cut down three doctors 
who opposed them. 
One of the vic­ 
tims was British and 
two 
Syrian. 
Overpowered and murdered by the 
fanatical blacks, they had no chance. 
Then the Soudanese ran amuck in 
the streets. 
A handful of British 
troops went to the attack. 
A fierce 
running fight ensued. 
As soon as the British troops in 
Khartoum were engaged they brought 
up machine guns and threw' barri­ 
cades across the streets, pouring re­ 
peated volleys into the badly organ­ 
ized ranks of the native mutineers. 
The latter, many of whom 
may 
have had the blood of the dervishes 
who fought Kitchener in their veins, 
battled frantically. 
Repeatedly they 
hurled themselves in little 
groups 
against the spitting, crackling noses 
of the Lewis guns that mowed them 
down. 
The British outnumbered them and 
were being reenforced every minute. 
Some Soudanese unffer British order* 
helped attack the mutineers. 
Some of the Soudanese, after their 
losses had become terrific 
in 
the 
street fighting, barricaded themselves 
in the hospital, which was then sur­ 
rounded by the British. 
The British losses were 
not 
an­ 
nounced in the brief dispatches that 
have leaked through from Khartoum. 
Cairo remained reasonably quiet.

Indian chief failed to return in the 
early summer inquiries began again. 
At this time the son informed his 
tribe that he had word from his fath­ 
er that he had gone to Cass Lake In­ 
dian reservation.

and escaped without any loot early 
today. 
The bandits entered 
town 
last 
night at about l l o’clock and parked 
their car across the street. 
At 1:60 a. rn. they entered a win­ 
dow in the rear of the hank and 
opened the hack door. 
Two of the 
bandits remained outside and kept 
Henry Johnson, cashier, his assist­ 
ants and the telephone operator in­ 
side of buildings. 
The first blast blew the vault door 
through the front hay window. 
An­ 
other wrecked the front of the build­ 
ing, office fixtures, walls and ceiling 
of the bank, causing damage estim­ 
ated at $3,500 by T. F. Bergquist, 
president of the bank. 
Th*- bandits left at 3:45 a. rn. and 
headed north without any 
of 
tile 
money in the safe and other securi­ 
ties. 
They were apparently scared 
away by two shots fired at one of the 
bandits by Frank Peterson, who lives 
nearby. 
None of the shots took ef­ 
fect. 
The bank was robbed of $10,000 
December 15, 1922. 
The bank was 
started in 1910.

BLACKS FOUGHT LIKE TRAPPED 
RATS WHEN SURROUNDED 
BY BRITISH 


(B y United Press) 
Cairo, Nov. 29.— The 
mutiny 
in 
the Soudan was more serious than 
first meagre reports indicated. 
Fanatical Soudanese troops, who 
rushed the military hospital at K har­ 
toum put up a desperate street battle 
with British regulars who interven­ 
ed. 
The blacks fought like trapped 
rats when surrounded by the British 
and were shot down in repeated vol­ 
leys. 
All direct w’ires between Khartoum 
and Cairo w'ere cut and only m utilat­ 
ed wireless messages were being re­ 
ceived from the capital on the Blue 
Nile, wrhere Soudanese 
numbering 
about 200 mutinied yesterday after 
their officers had been removed. 
At 
least one British and 
two 
Syrian 
physicians were killed by the blacks 
as they stormed the military hospi­ 
tal. 
The ensuing slaughter is under­ 
stood to have been heavy. 
Tw'o British officers were killed in 
street fightnig and eight British pri­ 
vates were wounded. 
The dispatch which contained this 
information said the situation was 
well in hand. 
The local censor at Khartoum ap­ 
pears to be functioning, considering 
the nature and content of such dis­ 
patches as are getting through. 
Definite news that the mutiny has 
been quelled has not been received, 
although this was inferred. 
It was 
the opinion 
of British 
authorities 
here that those of the mutineers re­ 
maining 
alive 
after 
the 
British 
troops had surrounded 
them 
were 
under arrest. 
A serious aspect of the situation 
from the British viewpoint was that 
these troops who mutinied are real 
Soudanese and not Egyptian, indicat­ 
ing there is dissatisfaction 
among 
the former as well as the latter. 
Between IOO and 200 black Sou­ 
danese troops belonging to the Elev­ 
enth batallion were involved. 
Under orders from the British high 
command the native officers had been 
removed. 
Resentful of this, 
the 
blacks organized their hopeless re­ 
volt. 
The military hospital at Khartoum 
is on the bank of the Nile almost in 
the center of the city. 
The Soudan­ 
ese directed their attack 
on 
the 
building and cut down three doctors 
who opposed them. 
One of the vic­ 
tims was British and 
two 
Syrian. 
Overpowered and murdered by the 
fanatical blacks, they had no chance. 
Then the Soudanese ran amuck in 
the streets. 
A handful of British 
troops wrent to the attack. 
A fierce 
running fight ensued. 
As soon as the British troops in 
Khartoum were engaged they brought 
up machine guns and threw' barri­ 
cades across the streets, pouring re­ 
peated volleys into the badly organ­ 
ized ranks of the native mutineers. 
The latter, many of whom 
may 
have had the blood of the dervishes 
who fought Kitchener in their veins, 
battled frantically. 
Repeatedly they 
hurled themselves in little 
groups 
against the spitting, crackling noses 
of the Lewis guns that mow’ed them 
down. 
The British outnumbered them and 
were being reenforced every minute. 
Some Soudanese unffer British orders 
helped attack the mutineers. 
Some of the Soudanese, after their 
losses had become terrific 
in 
the 
street fighting, barricaded themselves 
in the hoepital, which wras then sur­ 
rounded by the British. 
The British losses were 
not 
an ­ 
nounced in the brief dispatches that 
have leaked through from Khartoum. 
Cairo remained reasonably quiet.

CARBON MONOXIDE 
POISONING 
IN 
SMALL GARAGES 


The newspapers recently carried a 
news item of the death from carbon 
monoxide poisoning, of a prominent 
Baltimore man, who was found dead 
in hi8 garage with the engine of ills 
automobile still runnin g. 
W i tIi tin* 
onset of cold weather such accidents 
will probably increase in frequency, 
says the Surgeon General of the U n it­ 
ed States Public Health Service, who 
w arns automobile owners of the d a n ­ 
ger involved In ru n n in g a gasoline 
engine in a small dosed space for 
any considerable le ngth of time. 
In tests of the exhaust of a small 
23 horsepower automobile engine It 
has been found th at it discharged ap 
proximately 25 cubic feet of gas per 
minute, samples of which gave an 
average of 6 per cent carbon monox­ 
ide, or 1.5 cubic feet of deadly carbon 
monoxide gas per minute, 
Of course 
larger engines will give off 
more 
Now a ratio of 15 parts carbon m on­ 
oxide to 10,000 parts of air is consid 
ered a dangerous concentration to be 
exposed to for a considerable time 
and the small 23 horsepower engine 
iii “ w arm ing u p ” and giving off only 
one cubic foot of carbon monoxide 
per minute would contam in ate the 
air of a small closed garage, IO by 
IO by 20 feet, to the danger point In 
about three minutes. 
Carbon monoxide is 
a 
colorless, 
tasteless, and almost odorless 
gas. 
I t s poisonous action depends on the 
fact th a t it has a much greater affin­ 
ity for th e hemoglobin of the blood 
t h a n has oxygen — hemoglobin a t ­ 
tr a c tin g carbon monoxide about 300 
times as strongly as it does oxygen.

CARBON MONOXIDE 
POISONING 
IN 
SMALL GARAGES 


The newspapers recently carried a 
news item of the death from carbon 
monoxide poisoning, of a prominent 
Baltimore man, who was found dead 
in his garage with the engine of his 
automobile still running. 
With the 
onset of cold weather such accidents 
will probably increase in frequency, 
says the Surgeon General of the Unit­ 
ed States Public Health Service, who 
warns automobile owners of tile dan­ 
ger involved in running a gasoline 
engine in a small closed space for 
any considerable length of time. 
In tests of the exhaust of a small 
23 horsepower automobile engine it 
has been found that it discharged ap­ 
proximately 25 cubic feet of gas per 
minute, samples of which gave an 
average of 6 per cent carbon monox­ 
ide, or 1.5 cubic feet of deadly carbon 
monoxide gas per minute. 
Of course 
larger engines will give off 
more. 
Now a ratio of 15 parts carbon mon­ 
oxide to 10,000 parts of air is consid­ 
ered a dangerous concentration to he 
exposed to for a considerable time; 
and the small 23 horsepower engine 
in “ warming up” and giving off only 
one cubic foot of carbon monoxide 
per minute would contaminate the 
air of a small closed garage, IO by 
IO by 20 feet, to the danger point in 
about three minutes.
